The "extract container" is still 
present in the claim. Connected tp the pressure pump also raises new issue. 

Arguments are not persuasive. The various parts in the system such as the thin film 
composite membrane, solenoid valves, pressure pumps, are explicitly or implicitely 
taught by the references, Use of compressed air to flush the systems is known in the 
art, but the argument is not commensurate with the claims - at least claim 43 does not 
recite a compressor. Argument about the Gobel reference is also notg commensurate 
with the rejection - it is used only to show the state of the art in which concentrate 
recirculation is known.
